al, by the Governor of Georgia, of the mili- 
tia of that Siate from Hood’s army means. 

It may mean that tbe Governor has lost all 
confidence in Hood, and is unwilling that the 
lives ot the Georgia militia should longer be 
hazarded under his command, or it may indi- 
cate that the services of the militia are sorely 
needed elsewhere for the defense of their 
8tate, or it may signify that the Governor, 
in view of recent disasters, is unwilling that 
•be war should longer be prosecuted upon 
Georgia soiL It is very possible that Hood, 
with the oonsent of the military authorities 
above him, will refuse to let the Georgia mi- 
litia leave him at tbe Governor's call; but he 
would probably gain nothing by this, for the 
militia, greatly dissatisfied, would be exasper- 
ated to such an extent that they wouid do 
b ; m more harm than good. Hood's day in 
Georgia is at an end. The day of the Con- 
federate ao’fcoritie* in Georgia is at an end. 
Tie whole State is in the power of 8herman, 
who, we are glad to know, is determined to 
exercise that power mercifully yet with a 
steady and stern view to the accomplishment 
of bis great and patriotic resolvee. 

It was recently reported from Atlanta that 
tbe Governor of Georgia was anxious to open 
negotiations through General Sherman with 
the Government at Washington. The report 
has not been confirmed, and in all probabili- 
ty it was not true, bat some strong articles in 
• he Richmond papers, violently denouncing 
the State of Georgia as recreant and coward- 
ly and perfidious if she should secede, or at- 
tempt to recede, from tbe Confederacy in its 
mortal exigency and return to the Federal 
Union, imply that deep apprehensions aad 
fears of sock an event have pervaded the 
rebel capital. Probably the Governor’s late 
action in tbe withdrawal of the Georgia 
troops from Hood's army will increase th s*e 
apprehension* and fears. 

9ST For some time before the meeting of 
tbe Chicago Convention, tbe evident and rapid 
decline of Mr. Linooln in popular favor, and 
the strong indications that General McClellan 
or some other eminent and patriotic conserva- 
tive would be his succeeef ul competitor, caused 
gold to be at a much lower premium than it 
would otherwise hare been. At the time of 
the meeting of tbe convention, and before 
tbe nomination was made, gold stood at 248. 
On tbe day tbe nomination was proclaimed 
throughout tbe country, it fell to 236, no mil- 
itary event taking place in the intervening 
time to influence tbe currency. Since then 
tbe political prospect* have been constantly 
brightening, and gold has been going down, 
down, down, till it has reached 175, and it 
may be expected to go on in tbe same direc- 
tion until the presidential election, and then 
to make inch a downward leap aa will give 
infiaite relief and joy to the nation. 

It may not be deniel that the late military 
soooeeeee of Sherman and Sheridan have had 
some influence on the decline of gold, bat 
tboee happy events give no sign or hope 
whatever of tbe termination of the war as 
prosecuted by the Lincoln Administration, 
aad the tact is undeniable and palpable that 
tbe grand cause of the appreciation of onr pa- 
per currency is the deep confidence every- 
where felt that the power of the Lincoln dy 
nasty, with the dynasty itmelf, is fas: drawing 
to an eternal cloee. 

Tbe extraordinary decline in gold is truly 
one of the happiest angaries that a patriot’s 
heart could desire.

Colonel McChesney, commanding at May- 
field, by the appointment and acting under 
the instructions of Geu. Payne, told him, 
about the 1st of September, 1864, that he had 
shot eeven men at Mayfield, and had one 
more in the guard -house that he intended to 
execute the next day. He said that he gave 
them no trial, and beasted that one of the pris- 
oners was shot and covered qd in his grave in 
forty-five minntee from the time that he was 
first reported by a scoot at his headquarters.

L. T. Bradley, master of the steamer 
Convoy, a craft belonging exclusively to the 
Government, and used only for Government 
purposes, on the 1st of August was ordered 
by Gen. Paine to proceed down the river and 
act according to the orders of John T. Bol- 
linger. At Hickman, seventy- five soldiers 
were obtained for fatigne duty, who placed 
eighty-four bales of cotton and twenty- seven 
hogsheads of tobacco on board, when the 
steamer returned to Cairo and discharged the 
freight. Bollinger claimed the cotton and to- 
bacco aa his private property. The commis- 
sion are prepared to prove that this man Bol- 
lizger, who was Paine’s right bower in all of 
his swindling transactions, is one of the most 
corrupt men ia the country, and has been for 
months acting as an agent for guerilla bands 
in Southern Kentucky, receiving stolen funds, 
tarnishing information, Ac. When Gen. 
Paine established his headquarters at Padu- 
cah, his baggage was hauled by au army 
wagon. When relieved of command, it re- 
quired eight wagons to remove his private ef- 
fects, besides six large boxes shipped by steam- 
beat. Bollinger is still at large, but Gen 
Meredith is making arrangements to effact his 
arrest. Mojor Bartling, the Provost Marshal, 
is under close guard. Gen. Paine and his son 
are in Iliinois, without authority. Colonel 
McChesney is in Chicago, and orders have 
been sent to bave him arrested and returned 
to Padncah. 

We have here given but a few of the facts 
developed before the commission. The official 
testimony ia very voluminous, and in the 
course of ten or twelve daps it will be laid 
before the public. We are indebted for our 
etatement to tbe kindness of Col. Craldock, 
who was present, and assisted the commission 
in its labors. The facts speak plainly enough 
for themselves. No word of comment is 
needed fro m us.

Wo 
respectfully invite it to do so. 

We have never advocated arbitrary arrests. 
We have used all the personal in- 
fluence we could in opposition to them. We tel- 
egraphed and wrote to the President most ear- 
nestly again and again in favor of the discharge 
of the persons arrested in this State. We made 
a journey to Washington and remained there 
several weeks for the express purpose of pro- 
curing the release of distinguished persons ar- 
rested in other States, and. by persevering ef- 
forts, succeeded. We lcbirod hard to procure 
the release of various persons arbitrarily ar- 
reett d and conflaed in the Louisville Military 
Prison, Mtd we believe that several of them 
were rclee-sod in consequence of our ef- 
forts, and they believe so too. Indeed therr’s 
no doubt of it. We never, either publicly or 
privately, advised the arrest cf a solitary in- 
dividuel, but, as we have said, did whit 
we con'd for many who were arrested. We 
remonstrated personally with the President 
in regard to the grounds upon which soma of 
his arrests were said to have been male, and 
we almost feared that he would think the 
plainness of our speech discourteous, though 
we certainly did not mean that it should be 
so. We have had bnt one opinion from the 
first as to military arres's, and that is that 
they are necessary aud right when immediate 
aud mortal danger threatens within the sphere 
of actual military operations, bat that, in 
tvery other case, they are wrong, all wrong, 
deplorably wrong— as great an outrage upon 
tbe rights and liberties of the people as des- 
potic power could perpetrate. What sort of 
freedom or eveu dim simulachre of freedom 
ixists where a man or woman cannot express 
a quie; opinion to hi* or her neighbor except 
in bated breath and without glancing furtive- 
ly around to see if no Government detective 
is near to report every word that his strained 
and pricked-np ears can catch! 

BV*Gold continues to tremble, but we can- 
not expect any alleviation of the pressure of 
high prices until it has reached its level. 
Speculation will be checked and speculators 
ruined or else compelled to disgorge some of 
the profits made upon the necessities of the 
people, still it will require time to have our 
markets healthily settle down to their old 
prices. The late high prices have been a 
swindle; some increase in the cost of articles 
ought necessarily to have followed the in- 
creased cost of production aud of raw mate- 
rial, but flour, beef, vegetables, and things wo 
could not do without, have been held at enor- 
mous rates, cot warranted by the decrease of 
supply, the increase of demand, the fluctua- 
tions of war pricea or the purely speculative 
value of gold.

Wholesale 
dealers, whose complicity with speculators haa 
brought on the high prices, will find that they 
most sell at a loss. Let no one be tempted to 
buy because a tradesman announces that he 
is "selling off for coat.” That cost was en- 
hanced by a gigantic swindle, to carry on 
which seme of tbe Eastern banks have freely 
leaned money. Let the crash first come 
among thoee who would have made the people 
their victims, and unfortunately succeeded iu 
part ; let the accumulated necessaries of life 
be brought to the auctioneer’s hammer, and 
then the consumers can fix prices below the 
panic prices, and at snch a grade as will not 
ruin tbem to make purchases. A little more 
patience, and this whole swindle will correct 
and rectify itself.

A a it is now full two weeks since Colonel 
Wolford formally sussendered his parole to 
the President, who in the mean time has 
neither directed the Colonel to be taken into | 
custody nor communicntsd with him in any 
way, although be has been all the time within 
ecay reach cf tke President’s communica- 
tions, ard notwithstanding the application 
which we mutt sesame that General Bir- 
bridge has made puieuant to his stip- 
ulation with Colonel W., the ja3t pre- 
sumption is that the President has ac- 
cepted the surrrender of the parole, and has 
dropped the case. No other presumption is 
consistent either with the facts or with the 
official integrity of Mr. Lincoln. Colonel 
Wolford unquestionably is to all intents aud 
purposes officially relieved from the parole he 
gave the President. As for the parole “given” 
him "by the President,” if there was one, we 
think we may safely venture to say that the 
Colonel without hesitation and with great 
pleasure officially relieves the President! We 
rust the matter is now ended to the mutual 
satisfaction of the parties. 

We publish elsewhere in tbe Journal of this 
morning a report of the principal part of 
Colonel Wolford’s speech at Richmond on the 
day he received General Barbridge’s order 
through Colonel Sedgewick. The speech is 
worthy of the speaker and of the cause. Let 
no one fail to read and ponder it. 

We cannot forbear to point out a single 
passage of this speech as especially admirable. 
Referring to the right of the people to be 
secure in their houses, papers, and effects from 
unreasonable searches and seizures, Colonel 
Wolford, with a felicity of sentiment which 
the most gifted orator might envy the war- 
worn and weather-beaten hero, says: 

This is the most delicate of all the rights of 
the citizen. There is something in it that I 
cannot utter. There is a refinement some- 
where there which I cannot reach. The free- 
man’s sacred borne, the shelter of his wife and 
family, bis and their private effects, the fam- 
ily secrets, the secret papers containing their 
plans, tbeir hopes, tbeir fears, and the deep 
love of their hearts;— who could sin against 
human nature by wishing even to see them? 
Bnt even this sacred right has been repeatedly 
and brutally violated by Mr. Lincoln’s orders 
without any just cause or aay prospect of 
good resulting therefrom. 

This is more than true eloquence. It is of 
the essence of moral beauty. Moreover, it 
is characteristic of the man. U nder the rough 
exterior of a soldier, Colonel Wolford bears 
the refinimtut of a Christian gentleman, and 
tbe sensibility of a poet. His heart is as pare 
and bright and fresh a3 a morning of May. 
Hia inetincts are all noble. He is a fine repre- 
sentative of the heroic mountaineers among 
whom he was born and bred. A man of the 
mountains, bis speech and action tell ever of 
ifce sturdy virtues and simple grace] 
of his native region. He combines pre-emi- 
nently tbe simplicity of childhood with tha 
power of ripe and fall-orbed manhood. One 
thus strong and artlc3S and trne seems almost 
out of place in tbe crooked world of politics. 
And Colonel Wolford ia indeed a kind of po- 
litical wonder. When we think of him as 
amorg tbe politicians, we are reminded of- 
tentimes of a sea-shell, which, thongh exter- 
nally rugged, conceals In its bosom the softest 
and most exquisite hues of this upper world, 
while it breathes to alien ears tha 
subtlest melodies of its ocean home. 
Look at him superficially, and he is a 
rude countryman. Open him with the 
knife of trial, and he is radiaut with the per- 
fect beauty of honor. Pat your ear to his 
lipe, and you hear in its simplest* aud sweet- 
est tones the soul-sabduing music of human 
nature. Frank Wolford ia a man whom 
Kentuckians may well delight to honor and 
to cherish. 

Refugees — Sixty refugees from Atlan'a 
arrived at the city wharf yesterday by ste im- 
er from Nashville. The number consisted 
mostly of women and children, and the sor- 
rowing faces plainly tcld how Sad aud dreary 
the world has been rendered to them by the 
Ltern ravages of war. Wanderers from their 
home:, strangers in a strange land, with for- 
tunes wrecked and hopes blaeted, we cannot 
expect the hearts to throb lightly, and the 
facts be wreathed with smiles. The refugees 
were landed on the Indiana side of the river. 
We sincerely hope that they may fiad friends, 
true friends, who will assiit them iu their 
hour cf misfortune, aid them iu beginning 
life anew, and, by acts of love aud kindness, 
dir pel the gloom that now makes cheerless 
day. 

Recruits fob the Front — Recruits from 
various States are rapidly being pushed for- 
ward to fill up the depleted regiments at the 
front The receipts at the barracks in this 
city every week are quite large, and the 
stream flows steadily forward to Sherman's 
front Yesterday two hundred and twenty 
men, stalwart sons of New Jersey, reported 
as arriving from Trenton. They are volun- 
teers under the 500,000 call, and are intended 
to strengthen the veteran regiments of the 
State, whose ranks have been thinned by 
severe duty in the field. The instalment 
will go forward this morning. 

M cj or-Generala Schofield and Stead- 
man were at the Galt House last night. They 
are returning to the front. Weunde 7 Btand 
that all of the general offioers who were 
granted short furloughs a few days ago, have 
been ordered to report at the front without 
delay. This would indicate that an impor- 
tant monument is in progress, or soon to com-

Speech or Colonel Frank Wolford at 
Richmond, Madison County, Ky.— W e give 
below a report of the principal part of Colonel 
Wolford's speech at Richmond on tha 19th of 
September: 

I have been asked to point ont a single 
clause in the Constitution of tbe United States 
that Mr. Lincoln has violated. This is an 
ea ay task ; for there ia scarcely a clausa in that 
sacred instrument that he has not violated. 

He is required by the coastitu'’ou * n ar, ° 
that the laws are taithfally executed. This 
duty, honestly performed, secures to tne peo- 
ple all their lights — the full protection of the 
law and the foil enjoyment of all the bl?63lng3 
of the government. Bit I chu-ge, that, in- 
stead of doieg this, he has violated the consti- 
tution, end trampled the law under hia feet, 
and that he has disregarded all tlierighaof 
the States as well as all tho righa of the 
people. There are twelve priceless rights 
and glorious privileges, which maka the 
American people great and free, which give 
them dignity, character, and position, which 
enneble, elevate, and make them hiiriy when 
the land is b esstd with peace, and wnieh pro- 
tect and defend them from evil, aud shield 
them Lorn violence and oppression, whan the 
laLd is cursed with wj. Tney wers placed 
by tnefiamcrs of the constitution above the 
reach of the executive, of the jadiciarv, of the 
military, and also above the reach of Congress 
No power on earth cm rightfully deprive the 
citizen of their er; joy menu I will eaumcate 
tbem. Tbe first is the right of the neople to a 
free religion; tho second is tie right 
of the people to free disiussion; the third 
is the right of the people to a f.-ie elec- 
tic c ; the fourth is the right o f tho people 
! to keep atd lxir aro-.-; the fifth is tho 
right of the people- robe teen r 3 in thtir per 
sous; the sixth is the right of tho people to b9 
secure in their bouses, papers, and effw’s; the 
Seventh is ;h« right of the people to the en- 
joyment o! life, liberty, acd property; the 
eighth is tbe right of the people, whan ac- 
cused of a crime, to a speedy and impartial 
trial by a jury; the ninth is the right of the 
accused to be confronted face to face with the 
witnesses against him; the tenth ia the right 
of the owner to just compensation for his 
property when taken for public use; the 
eleventh is the right of the people to a writ 
of habeas corpus; and the twelfth is the right 
of the officers and soldiers ia the army 
to be governed by the constitution, iaw3, 
and array regulations. These rights give life 
and vitality to oar government, aud iuterest 
and importance to cur laws. They are the 
twelve loundations on which our political Zi- 
on is built — tbe twelve great pillars upon which 
the temple of American lioerty stands. Aud 
yet I shall show that Mr. Lincoln has violated 
and is attempting to destroy every one of 
them. I ask your patience while I speak of 
these rights in detail, read the artistes of the 
constitution which secures them, aul show 
the manner in which Mr. Lincoln h J violated 
them. 

1 Tbe right of ihe pcop’e to a fr e reli- 
gion. Turn right perlains to the heart. It 
s the right that the citizan has to the 
foil crjoyment of the freedom of his 
eou! and of his own priva’e judgment on 
| ail religious subject, iu tha exercise of all 
tbe religious privi egesof h>s chu:ch, anl iu 
the worship of Almighty God according to 
Ibe d'efates of hie own conscience. Tais 
right Mr. Lincoln has violated by confisca- 
ting churches ard cbarch property; by for- 
biddirg congregations to assemble to worship 
becau-e they would not pray such political 
pray ei s as he dictated; and Oy arresting aad 
itupricouii g minis en, of the Gospsl and others 
for the reason that they had b.en heard to 
pray for peace. 

2. Tbe right of the people *e free dirensafon. 
This right pertains to the mind. It includes 
the freedom of thought, the freedom of j udg- 
ment, the freedom of speech, and the freedom 
of the press, together with all the m 'ans of a 
full investigation of every subject th»t comes 
within tbe grasp of the human intellect. Iu 
-he exercise of this great right, the Aster- 
can citizen may apeak and writ: *ud pub- 
lish to the world every emotion of nis heert, 
every teelieg ot his bouI, and ail his thoughts 
cn every subject — on religion, po t ics, morals, 
science, and literature— being r-sponstble to 
God acd his fellow-man for the troth of what 
he speaks orpublishee. Mr. Lincoln not only 
violates this right bnt treats the enjoyment of 
it as a crime. In proof of thu, I refer yon to 
the great number of men that he has ctu 3 ed 
to be arrested and imprisoned far criticising 
the policy of his administration and exposing 
his wickedness. These arrests have taken 
place among you, and you are familiar with 
all the circumstances. 

By denying to you the enjoyment of these 
two rights, he f nelavee your minds aad hoarts, 
and violates the first article of the amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the United States, 
which reads as follows: 

ARTICLE 1— AXESCXENTS. 

CoDgreM ■hall make no law respecting theeot.b- 
lifbment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof, or abridging the freedom of speech or of tbe 
press, or the right of the people pe*ceful!f to assem- 
ble and te petition the government for redress of 
grievances. 

3. The right of the people to a fre* election. 
The import&rce of this right cannot be ov*r- 
eetimated. It is esaential to tbe vary exist- 
ence of onr government. If i,h9 peupie ar t 
capable of self-government, of mikt.ig their 
own laws and of choosing their own agent* 
to execute thoee laws, then they are entitled 
to the utmost freedom in the choice of sujh 
agents. So important do I consider this right 
that I have nc hesitation in saying that I am 
for a free election or a free fight. The right 
of the people to rnle through the ballot-box is 
one of the aneations to be settled by this 
war. Mr. Lincoln was constitutionally 
elected, according to the (ormi of 
!aw, at an election in which a free vote 
was cast by all the people of the United 
Slates. The rebels said that his election was 
sufficient can=e to break np the government, 
and appealed toarms. Mr Lincoln, in discuss 
icg this question in one of his messages says 
that the rebels appealed from ballots to bul- 
'e's, and for this he argues that the rebels 
ought to be killed. I ask what ought to be 
done with him oow, when he cakes tha rebel 
side of the question and appeals himself from 
ballots to bayonets and ballets? 

The freedom of election has been viola'el 
by Mr. Lincoln in several of the States on dif- 
ferent occasions. But I will refer you to an 
instance of an alarming character which hap- 
pened very recently in our own State, in 
which the Constitution of the United States, 
the constitution aud laws of the State of Ken 
tacky, all the rights of the State, and ail the 
rights of the people, were violated together. 
This interference was in the election of a 
Judge of tbe Court of Appeals in this D strict, 
at the last August election. Alvin D avail, 
who was at that time one of the Julgas of 
ihe Court of Appeals, and Chief Justice of 
the CJcurt, was a candidate for re-election. 
Mr. Lincoln, by oae of his subordinate offi :ers, 
General Burbridge, had orders sent to all the 
officers of the election to strike DavalTsname 
from tbe poll-books, and in somo places this 
order was enforced by the bayonot. This 
proceeding, which is known to yon all, and 
happened right among yon, violates the Con- 
stitution of the United S’atee, which no: only 
recognizes the existence of Siate govern- 
ments, bnt expressly declares that all power 
Dot given by that instrument to the General 
Government is reserved to the States and to 
the people. The office of Judge of the Court 
of Appeals w ss made by the constitution and 
laws of Kentucky. The Judge is a 
State officer, with whom Mr. Lincoln 
bas nothing to do. But the temptation 
in|tbis case was a great one. Mr. L ncolos 
minions in tbe State, aad all over the 
State, have bi-en enmmittiog namerous dep- 
redations on the rights of citizens, and taking 
their property from them in a shametai man- 
ner. Tney tear suits, many of which will ex- 
pose Mr. Lincoln himsetf. The Court of Ap- 
peals is the highest court in the S’a'e. It has 
always been compored of judges eminent for 
their purity and learning. Taia court ex- 
pounds the law of tbe S ate, and Bends forth 
streams of legal lightfrom which all the cou-ts 
in the State are enlightened on all questions 
touching tbe life, liberty, and property of tha 
citizen. If this court can be corrupted, Mr 
Licceln’s minioos may be screened Judge 
Duvall is a man of integrity and character. 
He cannot be corrupted. His name ia or- 
dered to be taken from the pill- book] 
at a time when it is thonght to be too late for 
the name ot any other candidate ef character 
to be sent sufficiently over the district to sa- 
cure his election. In this, however, they were 
mistaken. The name of the illustrious R >b- 
ertsou was sent to places enough to secure his 
election, Mr. Lincoln’s efforts to the contrary 
notwithstanding. There are a few inference* 
to be drawn from this case, to which I wish 
to call your attention. If Mr. Lincoln can 
send military orders to the officers of 
election, and force them bo violate their oaths 
and the laws of the State under which thep 
are acting, and obey his will, may he not send 
military orders to the judges of your courts 
on tbe bench, and force them to violate 
tbeir oaths and the laws of the tend that 
they me administering, and obey nis will? 
And may he not suspend all yonr laws, and 
force all the civil officers in the State to obey 
hie will, and execute military orders on the 
people, and govern you entirely by military 
power? Do yon not see things tendiag in 
that direction ? Witness the military order 
to tbe county courts to raise men and foruUh 
money, and the numerous military orders in 
relation to what you shall say to your servant*, 
and how you shall act toward them; witness 
even the arrest of men because some military 
commander haa heard that their manner of 
governing their servants was not such as he 
approves. In view of all this, who can say 
that the laws of onr country, and the liber- 
ties of the people, are not in danger of be- 
ing swallowed up? 

4. Tbe right of tbe people to keep and bear 
arms In violation of this right, Mr. Lincoln 
not only bas military orders issued forbid Jing 
you to buy arms, but orders t u ose that you 
already have to be taken from yon; and armed 
soldiers are sent to yonr bouses to rob you of 
tbem— so’d-ers who in their visits oftem rob 
you of e'.ber things. Tons you are left to the 
mercy of guerillas, with your own lives, the 
lives of your wive* and children, and ail yonr 
property, exposed without the means of self- 



defence. Permit me now to read the article 
of the constitution that secures this right: 

ARTICLE n— AMENDMENTS. 

A well regulated militia beinf aace^-xtry to tha »- 
eoritj of afreectnte, tbe rigbt of tbe cooale to keen 
ub< 1 bear aruie (bail not be iufringad. w 

5. The right of the' people to be secure in 
their persona from uoltwful and unreasonable 
arrest: aDd seizures. This brisp* u* to con- 
sider th* question when and for whatpu-no** 
military arrests may oe properly male. The 
mi.K<«y may arrest sp'es, and other persons 
connecteu with and iu the secret service of the 
army of ihe enemy, and have them tried by 
military courts. Tke military may arrer. cit- 
z.ns in places where active hostilities exist, 
to keep them from giving aid and information 
to tbe enemy; and In cases of extraordinary 
public d*ng»r, where the civil power is not 
sufficiently strong, the military may ar- 
rest persons suspected of a crime, as 
was the esse of the persons airuat- 
ed by General Wilkinson, who were ac- I 
cuseu of being implicated in Barr’s con- 
spiracy, aud also of the members ot the Legi» 
irure of Lou iii ina, arrested by Gsneral Jack- 
-on, and likewise of the nrembe s of the 
Maryland Legislature, arres-ed by Gjneral 
B-cks But in every ease where a citizen is 
erres’ed, who is accused ot a crime agates . the 
tews of tie country, in a place wnere the civil 
authority ia enforced acd toe civil law can bt 
r xrcured, i' is the duty of the President — who 
is the htfcd of tne civil aa weti as 
of the mili ary authority, who m *y be 
/aid to held the teios of the civil au- 
thority in his right hand and these of 
ihe military in hia lef , and who i* sworn to 
'ee the civil law faithfully ex jated — :o see 
that he is delivered over to the civil authority; 
■is President Jefferson did in the cue of taa 
meat by Wiikinsoc, and aa President Lin- 
coln did not in the cue of tbe arrest by 
Bankr, and as be has not doue in thiusands 
of other cast 3 where citizens hire been ar- 
rtB ed by mi diary despots and punished cou- 
rary to law. Yen know full wall, gentle- 
men, what a reign of terror Mr. Linco'n has 
inaugurated in onr State by h>s arbitrary 
system of area's acd punishments withou. 
rrial; how the military, in many instances, 
instead of being your frieads aud pntec 
tor?, have set ail yonr l»ws at defiance, 
insulted you, aad trampled ou yonr 
rights; how they have arrested hun- 
dreds of your best citizens, men of character 
and worth, and cast them in prison, or ban- 
ished them from this country, without any 
kind of a trial whatever, either civil or mili- 
tary, for no other reason tbau their opposition 
to Mr. Lincoln's policy, and Decause they 
were in favor of General McClellan. Aad 
you farther know that womrn and children 
aad belp'.ees old men have not escaped. 
Bat I am fold that bad men are soma- 
times anea'ed. Bod men can be pun- 
ched by the law, and should be. I do not 
want them to escape. 1 a*serr that there is no 
| reed of military arrests in Kentucky. The 
| civil officers Can make all the arrests af m n 
; that are at home that ought to be made. The 
j courts arc all open, and tne laws cf Kentucky 
! and of the nation furnish a remedy for every 
| trvii, and denounce ample punishment against 
I everj crime. I call upon my friend, who is 
tierwto advocate the cai?e cf Mr. L ncoia, to 
J name a sing’e crime that is cot sufficiautiy 
punished in the criminal courts ot our coun- 
j try, or of a single wrong that any mau cau 
do that the law does not furnish a suffi rient 
! remedy for. If yen cannot name one, why 
advocu'e this unlawful system of cru- 
elty and oppression? Due* my friend 
deny that good m -n in Kentucky have been 
trreettd because bad ones honed their proper- 
ty would be c«r 3 -cated and they would get 
rart of it? Does he deny that thousands of 
dol ars have been extorted from good men 
under a threat from Mr. Lincoln’s secrc- spies 
»na in ‘or mere to have them arrested if they 
did not pay, they having n» confi leace ia 
getting justice at the hands of the military 
authority, aad preferring in this way to ony 
their peace? Does he deny that large snms of 
noney have been paid, by men who have been 
arr-. sted, to lawyers, not tor the benefit of 
their counsel ou a trial, but to procure their 
influence with military commanders, to have 
urjust renter, ces that had been passed on 
them mitiga'ed or changed? The remarks 
that I have made in relation to tha military 
anthori-y iu Kentucky are no. intended to 
apply to all of the military agent*, for I am 
glad to know that many of them ar: too no- 
ble to gratify Mr. Lincoln’s wishes in thsee 
matters. 

6 The right of the peo ule to be secure in their 
heusee, papers, ami effects, from anrea-on- 
able searches and seizures. This is the m >at 
delicate of all the rights of the ciiizin 
There is something in it that I cannot 
utter. There is a refinement somewhere 
there which I cannot reach. The freeman’s 
sacred borne, tbe shelter of his wife and 
f mily, his and their private effects, the fam- 
ily secrets, the secret papers containing theu 
pinna, their hopes, their fears, and the deep 
love of their hearts;— who could sin against 
human nature by wishing even to see them? 
Bat evro this stcred right has been repeat- 
edly ar c brutally violated by Mr. Lincoln's 
o-d*rs without any jest cause or any prospect 
ot good resulting therefrom. Let me read 
tne wbo’e of the article of the coastitatioa 
which guarantees these rights: 

ARTICLE IT— AMENDMENTS. 

I Tbe rigbt of the people toTe sec are in their pe som, 

' beasts, papers, end effects vrsiDst anreesoaeble 
! searches ana seizures shall not De violated, and no 
I warrant shall be issned bnt on probable came, sup- 
pi r;ed by oath or affirmation, and particularly de- 
iw-ribimg the place to be searched acd the person or 
thing lobe seized. 

7. The right of the people to the enjoyment 
of life, liberty, and property, until they are 
taken by due process of law. 

8. The right of the accused to a speedy aad 
impartial trial by ajury. 

9 The right of the accused to be confronted 
face to face with tbe witnesses against him. 

These righ’s are violated every time the life 
or liberty of a citizen ia taken without a fair 
trial before a jury of his country. The lives 
ot fotne of your citizens have been taken 
without any kind of a trial; in other cases, 
they have been tried acd shot where the trim 
was before coarts that had uo jurisdiction in 
tbe case and wae in fact bnt little better than 
a mockery ; and more than a thousand of your 
citizens have been deprived of their liberty 
without any trial at ail. It is a solemn 
•bought that the life and liberty of freemen 
are in the absolute power of me a who disre- 
gard tke laws Any man that ought to die 
would be condemned on a flair trial by a jury 
of bis country; and any man that ought to 
lose his liberty would be deprived of it by tke 
law. 

All just punishment is for the public good; 
and tbe public good demands that all honor 
•hall be given to the law, and that all shoes 
that are ;n authority shall respect and obey 
tbe tew. I will now read the articles of tbe 
constitution covering these rights: 

ARTICLS V— AMENDMENTS. 

Nc person shall te held to answer tor a capital or 
otherwise infamous crime, unlrsa on a presenta- 
tion or indictment of the Grand Jury, except 
in casts arising in the la»d or naval force* or in the 
militia when to actual service in time of war or public 
danger, nor shall any person be snbisrt for the same 
otieno' to be twice put in jeopardy of life or limb, nor 
shall be aompelkd in any criminal case to be a wit- 
new hi stmt himself, nor deprived of life, liberty, or 
property without due process of law, nor shall private 
proptrty be taRen for poblic use Without just compen- 
sation. 

ARTICLE TI— AMENDMENTS. 

In all criminal prosecutions the accused shall enjoy 
the right of a speedy aud public trial by au impartial 
jury cf tbe State and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed, which district shall have been 
pievloosly ascertained by law, and to be informed of 
' the uature and canse of the recusation, to be con- 
fronted with the witnesses against him, to have com- 
pulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his favor, 
aad to have the assistance of counsel for his defence. 

10. The right of the owner to just compen- 
sation for his property when taken for pnolie 
use. This right Mr. Lincoln has violated in 
relation to yonr slaves, and every other species 
ot property. The confiscation acts, the iicease 
given to military officers to impress proper- 
ty, tbe power given to Q lartermasters iu re- 
lation to property, are ail in violation of this 
right. But I do not choose ou this occasion 

i to enter into a discosrion of these questions. 

11. Tbe right of the people to the writ of 
habeas corpus. This right secures to tbe citi- 
zen who is unlawfully imprisoned or confi led 
the privilege of coming before the judiciary 
and b icg discharged. For this great right 
the friends of civil liberty in England strug- 
gled, coovuleed ia blood, six huudred years; 

j but Mr Liuco'n strixes it from existence by 
{ one stroke of the pen. 

12. The right of the officers and soldiers 
in the army to be governed by the coos -ra- 
tion and laws of the country and by the army 
regulations. This right protects the officers 
and soldiers from all acts of tyranny and op- 
pression on the part of their superiors The 
CoDStunuon «f tbe United States says that 
Congress shall make rules and regulations to 
govern the army, aad Congress accordingly 
bas made rules and regulations, which tne 
officers have to snbscribjto; and every officer 
is bonnd by his oath to support the constitu- 
tion. Yet Mr. Lincoln, whose duty ii is to 
obey the constitution and the army regula- 
tions him:elf, issues orders violating both the 
constitntion and the army regulations, and 
expects the officers in the army to obey them. 

I hope my friend is now satisfied that Mr. 
Lincoln has violated the constitntion; but 
before I leave the subject, let me ask him to 
point to a single clause in the constitution, 
which secures to the States or to the people a 
great right, that Mr. Lincoln has not violate I. 
Will tnv friend please to answer me? My 
friend declines to answer, and try to show tha 
clause, and I am sorry for it, tor to the Amer- 
ican patriot who stands and sees all the rights 
and all tbe privileges of the people and all the 
great principles of civil liberty destroyed be- 
fore his ejea, the knowledge that one great 
right remained untouched wonld bring to his 
bean something like the joy that the weary 
traveller feels when he finds an oasis in the 
deeert. 

An attempt has bees made to prop the fa’i- 
Ing fortunes of Mr. Lincoln by giving to bam 
the glory of the brilliant victories achieve d by 
our army. This is unjust. It does ioj js-ice 
to the gallant officers and soldiers of the army. 
It waa their skill and valor that wr,n those 
victories, aad they alone are entit! *1 to the 
glory. McClellan, Grant, Sherman , Burnside, 
Han cock, Tne mas, and all the othe .• officers and 
all the privates in the army ar a entitled to 
their share of the glory; bnt Mr. Lincoln is 
entitled to none of it. Tel, me, you that 
claim the glory for Mr. Liu, coin, 'was it Lira- 



cr’n ot Sherman whose ski ’ couiacted oar 
array in 'titimph to Atlanta? L'ueeln 

or the officers and privates of our army, I 
*ay, wh* bravely fought the bat'lcs, nobly 
erdjfMl the hardships, and gallantly shed 
the Mood, wflich enabled Sh- -man to win 
'hat splendid succession of victoria* which 
broogh. him to Aiteata? Is it Lincoln or 
ike peattie ot the United States that make the 
army, and furnish the money to pay and sap- 
port it? llr. Lincoln is not a warrior, 
sod has no claim to a warrior's glory. 

I he ia f milled to aay glory, i' is the states- 
man's glorv. If his conduct and bearing 
La re been dignified and grave, befitting the 
solemn scene* Ihroagh which tne country has 
been pesaiug during nis adm nistrauon — if 
qm policy bas been wise acd patriotic, his 
•n?aaures sagacious and sensible, tending to 
"tomote tbe happiness of the people aud the 
bor or of the country — then he has established 
lu claim to statesmanship, and snould receive 
a siatesmen’s honor. But I '-barge that tbe 
:>oI:cy n* bas adopted and ia panning is not 
the wise and comprehensive policy of the en- 
lightened statesman — not the policy which is 
calculated to preserve the Union, res ore tew 
nd order, and bring back peace and harmo- 
ny to the pe .p’e; but that it is a narro v, self- 
ish, as a ccn'reced ool icy, which is calculated 
to et gender st.-ife, increase coofatim prolong 
the war, and brirg ruin and destruc iou to tha 
country. In proof of this, let me suomit a 
few facts aud arguments. 

We have had a war of more than three 
years’ duratien, which has all the time be*n 
pelting note gigantic in its proportions. Our 
a: my still grows larger. The numoer of ea- 
stern still increases, the deep dark spirit of re- 
venge still widens and expand!, and oil tbs 
terrors of war grow more nu nerous and more 
terrible. There ia no prospect of p**oe. Let 
me ask, whose fault is it that the war is not 
closed, and the U aion saved ? ( ; is not tha 
tea it of the officers of oar army, for they 
ore faithral and skiifnl. I. is cot th: 
fault of the soi Mers, for they are noble and 
brave. Oar army haa proved its skill and 
valor by defeating the rebels on numerous 
battle- fields, and captaring several of their 
t- notes. I has nobly done itaduty and its whote 
du*y. The conquests of oar army have oeen 
m -prising. We nave taken possession of and 



\ xksburg, Kuoxviile, and planted the stars 
and stripes on the walls of Atlanta; we have 
driven the rebels to Peterebarg and tttchmoa i, 
•nd will, T hope, soon have posootion of 
b< th; but still the war goes on with anabated 
fury, and large drafts are now aaakiag to far- 
tten men needed for the field. Tae fault is not 
io the people, for they have furnished men and 
money to carry on the war without stint or 
nrearnre. The fault is in this : Tne President 
aad hie concsellore and party, those who rule 
<ce Congress, have not had secse enough to 
see the difference between whipping an army 
and conquering a people. The rebel army bas 
been often whipped, but the Southern people 
arc not cocquered. Nor are they likely to be 
either coLqnered or conciliated while the an- 
w:se and cruel pehey of Mr. Lincoln pro- 
rate. 

Tfere sre two courses of po’icy proposed to 
he per ufd. The one is Mr Lincola’s policy, 
which is to whip the rebel army, free by force 
the slavfs ot the Sca'h, conquer aud snbja- 
ga*e the Southern people, coufi jeate their 
property, d “grade and disgrace them, and 
bring them back into the U ana, if at all, 
wi kout character and without proper-y. Tae 
c'ker is the policy of General McCieilan, 
which is to whip the rebel army, protect the 
Southern people in the enjoyment of their 
iroperty, end, by acts of justice, mercy, 
end kindntss, win tbe people back to toeir 
al Fg-auoe ana to the love or the U aioa, thus 
bringing ib-m b*ck with their property and 
w lih their character, to be once more a part of 
•te pnde acd glory of this great nation. 

Re eirct Mr Lincoln, and bis policy contin- 
ues for the ensuing four years, and as a neces- 
svy consequence tbe war continue*. He haa 
uo .kill in this matter, no statesmanship to 
H(r p the war. Tho leading idea of his Ad- 
ministration W’H be, a* it bas been, to aboi- 
uh slaVery b;. force. This is avowed in tbe 
platform of his party, and in fiis address “To 
whom it may concern.” Connected with 
tt.is idea, acd as a dears of enforcing 
•t, is the idea of conquest, including coa- 
d cation of private property, plunder, in- 
tolerance, ard cruel treatment to rebel 
citizens. In oppoairion to this idea, tbe 
Son' kern people are a unit; and, before they 
«iii eubrnit to it, they will fig tit as long no a 
xan can be found to fight. We will defeat 
re army only to find another retoy for is, 
fired with indignation, and ieff \med with 
revenge. Old men and boys wild rash to the 
army and court dtath. In vie* of these facts, 
who can doubt, if Mr. Lincoln is re-elec isd. 
that the war will continue four y-ars longer? 

And whet, let me ask, will be the dreadfol 
cun sequence* to th* people Ot tne nation? 
Let ns look at a few of them. The wealth of 
the nation will be exhausted, and a debt en- 
tailed upon ns 'hat we never can par. So 
many men will have to bs taken trom the 
fields to tbe army that the products of tha - 
country will foil and famine will ensue. Taa 
land will be filled with meaning for the 
almost countless numbers of oar beet men that 
will be slain ; and the general grief will be 
ncreased by the cripples and widows aud or- 
phans, who will become (I was almost tempted 
•o say) a hust which no man can number. 
Nor is this the worn. The continual occur- 
rence of violence, blood, and crime will harden 
the hearts of the people; the minds of the 
people, being continually beat oa war, aud 
only war, will have no time lor the ennobling 
ar.d enlightening pursuits of literature and 
sciecce; and tbns we will see the nation go 
••own in the scale of intellect and of morals 
as long as the war continues, so that at the 
end of tour more years, instead of being, ae ws 
were at the commencement of the war, a 
wealthy, intelligent, free, virtuous, aad happy 
people, we will be a poor, hard hearted, mis- 
erable people, fit only to be ruled by the iron 
baud of Lincoln’s despotism. From these 
dreadful consequences there is no escape ex- 
cept in disunion, and disunion is death — death 
to all oar hopes, death to the government, 
death to the cause of civil liberty on the 
American continent. 

Now, gentlemen, let us tarn from this 
gloomy prospect, and examine, far a short 
time, the cossequences that will foUowlhe elec- 
tion ot General McCl ifon. He is a Union man 
—an unconditional Union man. The leading 
idea of hia Administration will be the prater- 
ration of the U aion? He says in his letter ot 
acceptance: “The Union is the one condition 
ot peace. We ask no more.” And in the 
seme letter he says: "Tae re-establishment of 
the Union in all its integrity is and must 
continue to be the indisp:nsab!e condition in 
•ny settlement.” Hs further says: “Tne 

Union mnit be preserved at all hazards. ’ He 
will adopt a wise and liberal policy, restore to 
the people all tbeir rights, and set the consti- 
tution np again aa the supreme law ot the 
land, for he holds that the constitution ia suf- 
ficient (or aay emergency. Freedom of speech, 
freedom ot tne press, and freedom of else, 
tion will be revived; tel the rights 
of the States will be respected; the 
great principles of civil liberty will triamoh; 
martial lew will be removed from our State; 
'be writ ot habeas corpus will come back; 
the prison doors will fly open, and yonr im- 
prisoned citizens will came forth, those that 
are righteous and innocent returning to the 
erjoyment of liberty and to the bosom of 
tteir families again, and thoee that are w.cksi 
atd guilty going to tbe civil ccnr s for mol 
antb punishment; law ant order will be 
restored, and tbe love of the people 
for their government and laws w.ti he 
made manifest; and, last but not least, 
the owners of tel th* private property 
that has been taken for public use will be pail 
for it. In addition to mis, tae military will 
again become the friends and proteccorsof the 
people; yonr banished citizens will be brought 
borne; and pnblic confidence will be restored 
and re cured. Tnis course wi>l make toe peo- 
ple of the loyal States united and happy a ace 
mere. Then the work of tbe reconciliation at 
tbe South begins. All the confiscation acts 
will be repealed; all the abolition proclama- 
tions will be revoked, and African slavery 
become again exclusively a creatujp of the 
States, and subject to S ate laws and State 
government alone, there to abide its 
time until, in the coarse of Curie- 
iian civilization, a free and enlight- 
ened people, wi'hont force or violence, shall, 
prompted by their own minds, act upon the 
question for th-nuelve*. The people of the 
Sooth will be distinctly told that they shall 
cave tel tbeir rights, and every guarantee for 
• heir fat are observance that can be reesow- 
ably desired. McClellan will say to the whole 
S juth wbet he said to the people of Weetern 
Virginia in May, 1861, when he took his vte- 
torious army there. I will reed the dosing 
pert of that address.

Tie following are the despatches receiv d 
frem Gen. Sheril&n detailing his surcissful 
onrrRtioDS since the last report, and are ja., 
r Cfived: 

Hakbisokbcdg, Va., S pt. 29—7 30 P. 'J. 

To Lieut.- Gen. Grant, City Point: 

In my last despatch I informed yon that I 
d: treed Early so closely through New Marks', 
mid at the same time sending civeiry around 
to his flanks, that he gave np the valley and 
tcok to the mountains, passing throngh 
Browt’s Gap. I kept up the tsuraait to Fort 
Republic, destroying seventy five wagon? and 
ft nr caissons. I rent Torbet, who ovsrook 
me at Harrisonburg, to Stanoron with Wil- 
son’s division of cavalry and one brigade of 
Meiritt’s. Torbet entered Staunton cn the 
26tfc, end destroyed & large quaarity of rebel 
government property, harnesi, saddles, small 
u mr, hard uread, flour, repair ebops, & 3 . 
fie the proceeded to Waynesooro, destroying 
the iion bridge over the south branch of the 
Sierandoah river, seven miles of the track, 
tbe depot buildings, and a large amount of 
lea' her, &c. 

At that piece he found the tunnel deieedei 
by infantry, and retired via S’.aunton. It is 
my impression that mc3t of the troops which 
F.erly had left cassod through the mount -.ins 
to Charlottesville, that Kemhaw’s divirion 
come to his assistance, and, I think, paajsd 
a'ong the base of the mountain to Waynes- 
boro. 

The destruction of the grain and foraga 
from here to Staunton will be a terrible blow 
to them. All the grain, forage, & 2 , in the 
v cinity was destroyed. The country from 
here to Staunton was abundantly supplied 
with forage, grain, &c.

Tbe Herald’s 10th co-ps ooireapontent s .ys 
cf the operations cf that corpe: In ths ad- 
vance on Richmond, the corps broke camp at 
.3 P M. on the 28‘h, and, by a rac'd march, 
r c-ch t -d end esossed tbe James at daylight on 
tie 29lh. Immediately on advanci g, th 3 y 
met the enemy and skirmished up the roads 
erd screes the fields till n ar N : w Madrid. 
Tbis rood was occupied by theenomy, strong- 
ly intrenched on tho heights, and the ai- 
' at; ce wa* obstinately contested. This poji 
tioc, in addition to the strong natural charge- 
iror, was rendered doubly formidable, almost 
impenetrable, by the trees which covered the 
elopes. General Paine was ordered to carry 
thin roeition. Tho charge vasoneof thagn-d 
lenturee of the opesations of the day. They 
never quailed or fattered, though their ranks 
were 3aoiy thinned es they advanced to the 
'nccfssful accomplishment of thair task. 
They threw tbe enemy into confusion, and 
unt thrai rapidly down tha road toward 
Richmond. 

Gen. Grant and Butler were oi the field 
during this struggle, and were entbnsi»st!cal- 
lj received by ihe troop*. When the former 
u d>- along the lines tbe shouts and cheera of 
themen were beyond example. 

Three miles above New Market was a very 
Strong work. He pressed the retreating reb- 
els ;o closely that they could not et >p to re- 
form tn this work. Two miiea further on 
the lebe’s fcave a stronger lino of rediabts, 
perfect in their character, carrying heavy ar- 
tillery, and located at enoh brief interval 
that it is impossible to force a column of 
troers through them. These works crossed 
tbe New Market road jaat beyond tha Laurel 
Hill Church, and their gnus sweat the roads 
iu all directions. Gen. Birney at once deter- 
mined carry each of these works as hecauld 
on his front by grneral assault, reconnniter- 
ing the ground himself amid a storm of 
sbclie I nave never seen surpassed 
They were met with a mnrderons fire of 
grape and canister, and an unceasing volley 
of musketry, that worked terrible destruction 
iu 'hair ranks. Still unfiinchigly they held 
their way. In crossing the intervening crest 
a* o,.en ground they were expooed to a fright- 
ful fire of artillery, and the casualties were 
terrible. Still the line pressed on. A aproach- 
ii)g the redoubts, they were found even more 
tczmidable than at first supposed. A perfect 
fl»vi- held them at bay, while the rebel in- 
farory literally mowed them down. 

The forts were surrendered by a brood 
ditch t ight feet deep, into which some of the 
colored treops leaped, only to find themselves 
pe-md in, with no door of retreat. These 
w. rks had no sally ports, and were occvsible 
on y by draw-bridges over tne ditches. These, 
of course, were thrown up, and the line was 
withdrawn to the farther side of tue creek, 
which position was held until night, when a 
d moostration wsb made against tbe works in 
the eitch of which our men were utterly 
OOc p-. d np, thus giving them an ooportnnith tn 
escep-, through an advance up the road 
from half to three quarters of a mile wai ac- 
comi'iished. It cost ua dearly. 

The corps lost over 500 msu killed. At the 
same lime these were going on Kautz caval- 
ry d ashed boldly ap to the very gates of Rich- 
morto, which fact he reported to Bat’er, who 
at once despatched a division of infantry to 
fcis support. This division marched nnra- 
sieted to within musket taoge ot the city, and 
probably might have marched into the rebel 
capital, though it u clear they conld not have 
hb.d it. Oa arriving in the suburbs of the 
city they found Kautz had withdrew for a 
wise purpose. The division was thon ordered 
to return. Although onr advance was check- 
(d at Laurel Hiii oar expedition is by ne 
means terminated.

Tiro Herald’s correspondent at Gen.Butler s 
hear quarters, under date of the 30 h, writes 
tb»i et rly yesterday morning Batler had cap- 
taiiiiall ihe fort, ficatioos, save one, imme- 
dis sly oppesite Fort Doriing, and he still heid 
thfni notwithstanding a vigorous shelling by 
the rebels. 

The fact that one of onr hcsmtals wa-< located 
wi'hin three miles of the city throughout ves- 
ta relay is significant. 

Gen. Grant last evening expressed himialf 
tc nn old army officer as oetag entirely satis- 
fied with the operations of the army, and 
added that more had been accomplished at the 
then present stage cf the undertaking than he 
bud txpccted.

The best evidence of the eumpleteuees of oui 
victory is the number of rebel officers we here 
cep' u red up to tc-dey, end may feirly estimate 
this r unite', excluding the wounded end 
counting only well officers who here fellec 
into our bends, et three hundred : besides these 
the wounded officers token prisoners ore 
largely fa excess of the ordinery proportion 
between them ond the wounded privates 
Such »r ldier* of Early ’■ ermy os were recruit- 
ed in the volleT hove scattered to their homes. 

The rebel officers hove no longer any cos 
trol of their men. Whnt is left together of 
the Army of the Shenandoah is not believed 
to he of any worth whatever for fighting pur 
poos*. 

On Wednesday night General Sheridan 
gave orders to General Crook to leave Stras- 
burg by a forced march for tbe left • *nk o' 
the enemy's intrenched position at Fisher’s 
HilL 

On Tbnnday monies Crook began the dif- 
ficult movement across tbe North Mountain, 
over which it had hitherto been deemed im- 
passable for an army. In four boars be had 
reached the left flack of the rebel position, 
another bonr seffioed for e brief reconnois- 
eaar*. erd by four o’clock in the afternoon be 
had worked 'bis way over almost to their rear 
and began a furious attack. 

Tbe rebels teem to have been fairly tar 
prised. Relying npon tbe impomibiiity of 
crowing tbe North Mountain, they were con 
fining their attention to the front, and seemed 
to be expecting cor attack there. The moment 
Crook's guns wtn beard. Rickett s division 
of the 6th corps, which had previoutlv been 
oanticnaly moved up toward the rebel fro at, 
charged their left, which, thus struck on front 
and flank, was instantly doubled up, and nar- 
rowly escaped being captured en mvsse. 

Meantime, profiting by this confusion, tbe 
remaining divisions of the 6th oorps, Getty’s 
and Wheaton’s, together with tbe whole of 
tbe 9th corps, charged on tbe centre and right 
Of the rebels' front acd easily carried their 
earthworks. Tbe fight was soon over. 

A boot two thousand five hundred of tbe 
rebels threw down their arms. Sixteen pieces 
of artillery were abandoned, including some 
ef those which had besn token from Hunter 
near Lynchburg, and tbe remainder of the 
rebels retreated rapidly toward Woodstock. 

Eersbaw s division, of Longstnet i corps, 
which bad been detotebed to protect the rail- 
road at Culpepper, end guard the rebel lines 
•f communication, bad been summoned to 
r» join Early shortly after the final fight near 
t inebeeter. It arrived about the banning 
of onr attack, but seemed to share the confu- 
sion and demoralisation of the net of their 
army. 

Be proceeded to Woodstock at one* find- 
ing the ro>*d all the way coven d with aban- 
doned mueketo. On Wednesday morning 
Gen Sheridan sent a Strang cavalry force into 
the Lossy valley. 

This foroe is now busy picking up prison- 
ers Bundreds of straggler* have been thus 
gat ben A and many more are voluntarily 
coming in and surrendering themselves 
Several officers among these prisoners have 
represented their force in the fiercer, fight 
near W inebeeter at 22 500. 

Tbe spirits of the victorious army are up to 
the big beat point of enthusiasm and on to 
Lynchburg Is tbe general cry throughout 
their ranks. It is hoped that by this time our 
cavalry has reached Harrisonburg forty mile 1 
sc fat beast of this point. 

WssHwerog, Sept 25. 
8berldac now has as strong an army a* 
when he began his operations in tbe valley, 
and has also abundant supplier. Everything 
possible is being done here to sustain him. 
Refugees have arrived here who left Rich 
mond after tbe news had been received of 
Early’s first defeat near Winchester. 

They say that the Richmond people were 
in great consternation, and that large num- 
bers were trying to make their way ont or re 
beldam before tbe general oaving in of all 
thing* which they seemed to oonsider in- 
evitable.

their number of the enemy. The degree of 
de moraine .ion which Eery’s commend has 
arrived at may be judged from the following 
facts: 

Amongst tbe 590 prisoners captured in 
Thursday’s fight was a rebel Colonel, com- 
manding a brigade.

considered almost impreppable. 

On the 21st a most important position in 
front of tbe enemy 's centre was gained by

Official information still puts Price’s maia 
force at Frederick town, with his advance at 
Farmington, Sr. Frar-cis county- Tue main 
body is es’inuted at 10,000 to 12,000 strong, 
principally cavalry. 

Tbe advance consisted of abont four thou- 
sand, all mounted. 

Light attacks were made on Pilot Kiob 
ar d I ronton yesterday, which were easily re- 
pulsed. 

It now appears that Pilot Kaob was not 
evacuated as previously reported. General 
Price’s plans are yet undevelopsd but be 
seems to be massing his forces in Arcadia 
Talley. 

Gen. Mower, who left Brownsville, Ark., 
two wo ks ago, wi’h a strong force of cavalry 
and artillery, is still moving northward in 
Price’s rear, and will be heard from in good 
time. 

Considerable bodies of troops are arriving 
here. The cavalry and infantry are being 
rapidly assigned to proper positions. Tbe 
militia are responding promptly to the call of 
the commanding General. 

The citizens generally manifest a strong 
disposition to organize for local defence. Tne 
rope- walk, comer Gold and Higby street, in 
tbe southern part of the city, was burnt last 
night. 

Tbe very exb naive quarters in process of 
erection by the Government for refugees and 
contrabands from the South, and nearly fin- 
ished, was also consumed. Loss not yet as- 
certained. 

Winchistir, Ya^ SepL 26— P. M. 

Tbe news from the front continues cheering 
Onr headquarters on Sunday forenoon had 
resched Newmarket, and by to- morrow night 
they are expee'ed to be at Staunton, not over 
57 miles from Lynchburg. 

The cavalry are far in advance hanging 
upon the rear, and on the flanks of thn retrro'- 
iug enemy. Ou Satnrday afternoon TorboU’s 
command struck tbe main body of the rebel 
cavalry in the Luray valley while on their 
way to oper&'e in onr rear. 

A sharp skirmish occurred, in which the 
rebels weie worsted aud compelled to retreat 
down tbe Lurey Valley, with the loss of a 
number killed and wounded, aud seventy- four 
prisoneta. Gen. Torbitt joined Sheridan on 
SnDday at Newmarket, and immediately pro- 
ceeded with his command in the direction of 
Han ison burg. 

There is no donbt that the activity of onr 
cavalry has prevented Gen. Early from taking 
the route to Culpepper, aud that his pressut 
line of march is simply one of necessity. 
Prisoners say that tbe rebels, after the VFia- 
Chester fight, loaded all their wagons with 
wounded, and that 1,700 were catried along 
with them in tbevr retreat 

A large cumber of wounded officers were 
among the cumber. Onr losses in the attack 
on the rebel pcsition on Fisher’s Hi'l on 
Thursday, have been over estimated. They 
will not amount to more than 200 or 300, 
pnrcipally in Crook’s oommaad, which did 
mos* of the fighting. 

Tbe losses in the 19th army corps in the bat- 
tle of the 19'h are nearly 2,000. The com- 
pleteness of the eurpriee of the rebels at Fish- 
er’s Hill may be imagined from the fact that 
the sixteen pieoes of artillery captured were 
all loaded with grape and cannister. 

Crook’s charge was so impetuous and rapid 
that they did not have time to fire them. 

The guerillas are becoming troublesome 
between this point and Harper’s Ferry. 

Last evening abont dusk two ambulances 
frem here, one containing Surgeon-General 
Phillips, of Pennsylvania, were attacked by 
guerillas only two miles off from Harper's 
Ferry. 

Surgeon Reiner, of the 6th Pennsylvania 
cavalry, was shot through the abdomen. 

Tbe gnerilas on Saturday attacked a train 
between Winchester and 8 rasburg, killing 
and wounding several of the escort. Twelve 
of tbe scoundrels were afterwards captured, 
and sev/n of them bung. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad is now in 
running order from Martinsburg to Wbe-liug, 
and with the excep'ionof a small gap between 
Harper’s Ferry and Martinsburg, which will 
be repaired to-dav, to B*1 imore.
